Small boys wear white muslin yoke 


•lips, precisely like those worn by little 
girls, until they are two years old, and 
it is tbe custom with fashionable moth- 
era to keep them in these little frocks 
until they are two and a half and in 
many case* three years of age, How- 
ever, this matter of changing the dress 
to a more distinctively boyish style 
depends a good deal on the growth of 
the child, as a tall boy of two years 
ihould be dressed like a boy, hence at 
the furnishing houses there are one- 
piece dresses and sailor suits made m 
the Mine designs for boys of two years 
M for those of four and even six years 
of age. For these dresses are blue or 
white flannels, pique, shepherd's check, 
white linen and ginghams in small 
checks, stripes or in solid dark blue or 
brown. The little dress all in one 
piece buttons down the front, and has 
a single box plait down each side of 
the front. The back has one box plait 
down the middle to a belt which is set 
in tne under-arm seams, and buttoned 
low in the middle of the back, the skirt 
in the back is then finished out wit* 
kilt plaits. This may be varied slight- 
ly by lapping the fronts to make them 
double-breasted, and using two rows 
of buttons, either of colored pearl or 
metal on flannels, and of white poarl 
on wash goods 
Another diess all in 


one piece has the waiit very long, and 
a skirt all around laid in box plaits. 
The waist has two box plaits down the 
front and back, and when made of 
flannel a row of braid half an iiioh wide 
may be down the middle of each plait 
A belt, also 
braided, extends all 


around, and hides the joining of the 
waist to the skirt. Still another fash- 
ion, 
especially pretty for pique dresses, 


has a square yoke and either three or 
five box plaits the entire length of the 
garment both in front and b tok these 
plaits are sewed perm;ment)y as low 
as the belt, but are only pressed in 
the skirt. The separate belt is two 
inches wide, edged with Hamburg edg- 
ing, 
and held on by straps on the side 


scams 
Sailor collar and deep cnffs 


with embroidered edging. The last 
dress buttons in front, but other pique 
dresses are made to button behind, with 
tucks down front and back, and fulness 
added in wide plaits on the sides below 
the waist line 
Two rows of insertion 


may be let in between tucks down the 
front 
Sailor suits of flannel or pique 


with the sailor blouse and kilt skirt are 
too well known to need description 


Boys from four to six or even eight 


years of »ge wear two-piece suits with 
a kilt sewed to a silesia waist that but- 
tons in front, and over this is a long 
jacket eoming below the hips 
This 


Jacket, when made of blue, gray, or 
white flannel, or pique, or shepherd's 
check, may be a Norfolk jacket with 
two box "plaits down 
the single- 


breasted front, two box plaits behind, 
and a belt worn below. Metal but- 
tons and a belt clasp or else tinted 
ivory or pearl bottona with eyes are used 
of the color of the material. Corduroy 
suits are made in this way in white, 
brown and gray shades, and the shep- 
herd's checks are in black and white, 
brown with white or dark blue with 
white. There are also prettv Scotch 
Cheviots in tan and other brown shades 
in small irregular plaids fpr these suits 
More dressy fine cloth and pique suits 
with a kilt skirt have the jacket slashed 
behind and cut away square at the 
waist line to simulate a vest, while still 
others have ravers turned back from 
this simulated vest 
There are wide 


pocket flaps on each side, but no belt 
Wide^inen collars are worn with these 
suits, hence there is no collar to the 
Jacket. Sailor blouse-waists are also 
worn with kilt skirts by boys not yet in 
short trousers. The new spring over- 
coat for such boys has a shoulder capo 
and short waisted effect 
Polo caps 


and straw sailor hats are chosen with 
reference to the suit—Harper's Bazar.

Farm Prottti Dependent Upon 


Application of Labor. 


There is such a thing as doing too 


mneh work on a farm. It matters uot 
Whether »he farmer huys hia labor or 
p»rforms it himself, it must be paid 
for 
He will not consider himself sat- 


isfied unless he is remunerated tor 
every hour's time he devotes to the 
working of a crop or on any special 
plot of ground 
But, as a rule, farm- 


ers are prone to give more work on 
some locations than is necessary under 
certain conditions 
It is a waste of 


tima and labor to cultivate two acres if 
a larger crop can be secured, propor- 
tionately, on one. We are aware tliat 
one acre will not support some farm- 
ers, hut the rule is applicable to larger 
areas 
He should not cultivate titty 


acres if he can secure better results 
from twenty-five 
It will pay him to 


realize seventy-five bushels of corn, or 
twenty-five bushels of wheat, per acre, 
from twenty-five acres, while he may 
lose money if he secures fifty bushela 
of corn, or twenty bushels of wheat, 
per acre, from fifty acres. It is not 
the 
gross 
amount of produce he 


receives that pays, but the net. It re- 
quires more time to spread a given 
amount of manure over two acres than 
upon one, and BO far as cultivation is 
concerned, the cost is doubled. Now, 
all this extra work may be thrown, 
away if tbe farmer can, by lessening 
the area, devote more time and atten- 
tion to a smaller space 
Then- will be 


less hurrj, more thorough cultivation, 
greater facility in harvesting, fewer la- 
borers and better condition of the 
working stock 
It is in the correct ap- 


plication of labor that the profits are 
derived 
It may be wasted or misap- 


plied, and thus occasion bankruptcy 
instead of prosperity.—farm, Field 
and Stockman.

Wonderful Optical Surgery. 


' A f.uoceseful and delicate opera 
tion on tbe eye was performed at tbe 
county hospital in Chicago recently, 
tbat will command the attention of 
men of science OB well as tbe medi- 
cal fraternity of tbe world. Not 
long ago a fireman was brought to 
the inatitntion to receive treatment 
for an eye which had been wounded 
by a splinter. 
The little piece of 


wood had entered the corner of the 
right eye and tore ont the inner can 
thus BO that the patient always bf re 
the appearance of looking at hia 
nose with the injured eye. The dis- 
ease was called internal strabismus 
Dr. Smith, of the hospital staff, cat 
the connection «nd dissected it out, 
leaving the space of tbe mnooas 
membrane of the eye, about the size 
of a nickel, bare. He then took a 
piece of tbe mnooas membrane from 
the eye of a rabbit and placed it 
where tbe dissection bad occurred. 
Tbe wonnd healed and tbe mem 
brane from the eye of tbe rabbit 
grew to mnaclee where it was placed.

the Isthmus of Tehusntepec, at the 
San Jose hacienda, some twenty-two 
leagues from the city of Te&uante- 
pec. 
This floral chameleon has the 


faculty of changing its colors daring 
the day. 
In the morning it ia 


white, when the sun is at its zenith 
it is red, and at night it is blue. 
Tbisred-wbite and-bltfe flowergrowe 
on a tree about the size of a gnayave 
tree, and another peculiarity of this 
flower is that only at noon does it 
give oat any perfume. 


A SMALL REPUBLIC. 


How the "Valleys aud Sovereignties of An- 


dorra" Are Gm-emed. 


Although the world knows so little 


about it, Andorra is an independent1 
state, 
and in the "Almanach 
de 


Gotba"itis given three-quarters of a 
page all to itself. The Vale of Andorra 
—and "there is not in this wide world 
a valley so sweet"—is surrounded by 
the Pyrenees; on tbe French side it ad-- 
joins the department of Ariege, and on 
the Spanish side the province of Leri- 
da. The nearest easily accessible point 
IB the town of Foix; but it is only in 
summer that the scene of Halevy's 
comic opera can be reached 
from 


France. From the Spanish aide com- 
munication is, however, always open. 
The territory of the republic is some 
seventeen miles long by fifteen wide: 
bat the greatest uncertainty exists re- 
garding its population, which has been 
estimated at as low as four thousand 
and as high as eighteen thousand. 
Probably it is about ten thousand. The 
Andorrans plume themselves mightily 
upon the antiquity ol their form ot gov- 
ernment. Their ancestors were discreet 
enough to assist Louis le Debonnaire, 
eon of Charlemagne, to capture the 
city of Urgel; in return wherefor he 
granted them a charter of indepen- 
dence, which is still proudly preserved 
in an iron chest fastened by six locks- 
one for each parish in the republic. 
When he succeeded his father, Louia 
made over one-half of his suzerain rights 
to the Prince Bishop of Urgel; and this 
was the begiuningof the "dual control." 
He retained, however, one-half of the 
tithes, which, until the Andorrau rev- 
olution of 1842 abolished them, were 
always known as the "Carlovingian 
tax. 
This is the most momentous 


change that has taken [>iaee in the his- 
tory of the republic during the last 
thousand years. The annual tribute 
paid to France is $190, and the Bishop 
of Urgel f 17S. 
The twenty-four mem- 


bers of the General Council, in whom 
the supreme government is vested, are 
nominated for four years by four heads 
of families in each of the six parishes. 
The council is presided over by a first 
syndic, assisted by a second syndic. 
The first syndic is the President of the 
republic—or, rather, of "the valleys 
and sovereignties of Andorra," as it is 
styled in all state documents. Justice 
is administered by A civil judge and 
two "Captain Magistrates;" the latter 
are also joint Generalissimos of the na- 
tional army, which consists of all the 
able-bodied men within the republic. 
The judge is appointed by France and 
the Bishop of Urgal altornately, and 
each suzerain nominates a "Captain 
Magistrate." 
The spiritual jurisdic- 


tion of the Bishop of Urgel is peculiar. 
For four months of the year he can 
make appointments, as of right, to 
cures of souls, but during the other 
eight months his nominations must be 
ratified by the Pope.—Cor. Chicago 
Times.
